Tin* man ufacturi'r prefers h ard wo «1 
because it does not require so largo a 
bolt, can be turn ed down smaller an d 
yet retain sufficient stren gth an d can 1»«* 
orn an ii'n ted more rh ea] lya n d artistical­ 
ly. Bro -m svvith h ard wood h an dles se!] 
more readily an d do not d« ‘tt*rioraie in 
appearan ce like th e soft wood ban dit s. 
An y kin d ot 
inexpensive h ard wood, 
sueli as h**c» h , birch , maple or a h , 
makes aeceplubh * h andles, wh ile springy 
woods like elms ate not salable, be- 
e an sc 011«* essential of a good broom is a 
straigh t h andle. 
Th e man ufacture of broom ban« lies 
(*an only be made profitable wh en fin 
timber run s largely clear. In th e eastern 
stat« *s tin* timber waste in makin g broom 
h an dles exceeds 50 per cent, wh ile in 
th t* south west it is usually less th an 25 
P« *r cent. 
1 h ere are four factories in 
Amsterdam. N. Y., one of wh ich h as a 
capacity ot 1,200 finish ed brooms a day. 
Th ey use h ard wood h an dles from th e 
south an d west an d get th em for less 
th an th e bolts ready for th e lath e can be 
furn ish ed from n ative h ardwood. 
Th e h an dles are turn ed green an d 
dried afterward. Th e large <*iul on wh ich 
th e brush is wired must be th orough ly 
dry, or th « * broom will work loose. 
Th e 
dryin g of th e upper part of th « * h an dle is 
of less consequence, except in th e savin g 
of freigh t.— South ern Lumberman .
